EDITORIAL COMMENT 


Close to a Constitutional Convention 


T F the legislatures of seven additional states 
• 
make a demand upon congress that the Unit- 


ed States senators shall be elected by the direct 
vote of the people, it \\ill be necessan to call a 
convention for the purpose of amending the con- 


s-titution. 


This is the remakable statement made 1>\ Mr. 


Henry L. West in the Forum, and he sa\ s: "It is 
safe to sa\ that very few persons realize how 
close the nation is to a constitutional conveniton." 


Already twenty-three states have grme on rec- 


ord and petitioned congress to change the manner 
in which members of the upper house in Wash- 
ington are elected, and as it takes two-thirds of 


the states to initiate the movement for a consti- 
txnional convention, it is evident that if seven 
more act favorably upon this question, then the 
gathering will have to be called. 


The onlv thing which ma\ prevent the calling 


of a convention, is that many of the states have 
Denied this vexed question without any change in 
the organic law of the nation b\ passing acts, 
providing for direct primary elections, at which 
senatorial candidates are nominated to be voted 
for and elected afterwards b\ the legislatures. 


There is loom for considerable argument as 


to whether it is not an evasion of the intention of 
the constitution to make senators dependent for 
their positions upon direct vote of the people. 


A CIVIL SERVICE 


AMENDMENT 


LAWSON IS OUT 


AFTER'PROXIES 


T 


HE president has authorized an amendment 


to the civil service rules which is radical 


and not, ise should say, in the spirit of the civil 
service idea. By this innovation any cabinet of- 
ficer may hereafter remove summarily any ci\il 
service cmploj e in his department. The only stip- 
ulation is that the cabinet officer must have per- 
sonal knowledge of the cmplo\ e's misconduct or 
inefficiency. 


This is a Rooseveltian procedure, surclv. Tt 


is indicative of the desire to have even thing bend 
prompth to the will of whoever is expected to git 
things done. He also speaks supreme confidence 
that cabinet members are quite incapable of petty 
considerations, prejudice or desire to make places 
for personal friends. 


It would seem that the essence of justice m 


civil service regulations la\ in the securiU of the 
tenure guaranteed so long as service is efficient 
and honorable and charges of failure in these re- 
spects should be subjected to proof 


How a cabinet member can have "personal 


knowledge" of the shortcomings of employs 
throughout his department, except as he accepts 
second-hand statements it is difficult to see. Proof 
that would come ^s personal knowledge cotild 
easiH be made the basis for formal proof \\ith the 
knowledge of the accused
